What ia believed to have been an ef- 
fort to blow up the Security Savings' 
Bank and the oHlce of Attorney \V. C. 
Upton, together with the dozen or more 
employes^, who are employed in the 
building, was discovered Soturday in 
time to prevept what would have prov- 
ed the moat terrible catastrophe of the 
kind in the history of Waukegnn. 

The man auapected of being back of 
■the nefarious scheme to hurl to kingdom 
come BO many persona and posalbly 
blow up the entire block in which the 
bank ia located; was Steven H. Kennedy 
a member of the Lake County Bar As- 
sociation, a man who for eome year 
past has grown melancholy through 
financial reveraca, etc. 

His arrest followad the disiiovery of 
25 etickfl of dynamite, each of which 
contained the necessary caps two load- 
ed revolvers, etc. 

Kennedy i^now in Lake county jail 
and will be given a hearing as to hia in. 
'sanity. He will be found to be insane 
ajjd-Mnt to the Elgin asylum, for con- 
^iridering the discovery made, it^iscon 
aidercd by- officials and others a very 
, dangerous thing to permit him toJae at 
large. 

That Kennedy had in mind the assas 
'^aination of Attorney William C. Upton, 
one of the best known' attorneys in 
Lake county, is known by the fact that 
it was his office in which Kennedy de- 
posited hia'aatchel containing the dyna- 
mite which it is believed he intended 
aetting off. Hia arrest before execut- 
ing plans which he is believed to have 
designed, prevented. 

It was about 11:30 o'clock^ that Ken- 
nedy entered Mr. Upton's office, talked 
about some business matters and then 
said he wished to leave his grip in the 
office and would return for it at one 
o'clock. He set the grip down near 
the door of Mr. Upton's private office 
and left. ^ 

Mr.' Upton knew that Kennedy had 
not been friendly to him foryears hence 
he wondered if the satchel contained 
some infernal machine and acconiingly 
called Assistant Chief Tyrrell, explain- 
ing the circumstances. The officer 
agreed_ with him, peered into the grip 
and then called Officer Lyon who took- 
the grip tb the police station, with a 
message from the chief to "handle It 
with care." 

Assistant Chief Tyrrell then began 
plana for capturing Kennedy on his re- 
turn at l;ft.'clock a«i''perhi8 announce- 
menc He. went for Sheriff Green who 
accompanied htm to the Upton office 
and there they remained. The chief 
also swore in as a special, policeman a 
strapping Jfellow named Clark, who was 
to watch the office so Mr. Uptonwould 
not be |eft alone in case Kennedy re- 
turned.' Mr: Tyrrell in; the meantime 
was^huatling details for getting Ken- 
nedy without trouble.. 

About 12:45 Kennedy came down 
town from hia home and was In front of 
Burke'& Wright's where former Officer 
Kenney happened to see him. Kenhey 
spdke to a man named Lieso and told 
him he was going to, take Kennedy to 
the station, adding: 'Mf he attacks 
me, get ready to jumpin and help me." 
\yalking;Upto Kennedy, Kenny said, 
"'Tom wants to see' you at.tl\e station.'' 
Kennedy protested, but in a minute 
consented to go along. 

Just about then Tyrrell and- Sheriff 
Green'camealong and followed the of- 
ficer and Kennedy to the station. Upon 
entering, Tyrrell grabbed Kennedy's 
arm and ^held him while others search- 
ed him. The first thing found was the 
.38 calibre revolver which they took 
from*hi8:outaide coat pocket.

, What h believed to have been an ef- 
fort to blow up the Security Savings' 
Bank and the office of Attorney W. C. 
Upton, together with the ddzen or more 
employea,j who are employed In the 
building, was discovered Saturday In 
time to prevent what would have prov- 
ed the most terrible catastrophe of the 
kind in the history of. Waukegan. 

The man suspected of being back of 
.the nefarious scheme to hurl to kingdom 
come BO many persons and possibly 
blow up the entire block In which the 
bank ia located, was Steven H. Kennedy 
a, member of the Lake County Bar As- 
sociation, a man who for some year 
past has grown melancholy through 
financial reverses, etc. 

His orrest followed the discovery of 
25 sticks of dynamite, each of which 
contained the necesaarv caps two load- 
ed revolvers, etc. 

Kennedy l^now in Lake county jail 
and will be given a hearing as to hiii In. 
•sanity. He 'will be found to be insane 
ajjd-sfint to the Elgin asylum, for con- 
sidering the discovery made, it^ is con 
. sidered by- officials and others a very 
. dangerous thing to permit him to_be at 

large. 
- That Kennedy had In mind the assas 
sination of Attorney William C. Upton, 
-one of the best known attomeya in 
Lake county, is known by the fact that 
it was hisofiice In which Kennedv de- 
posited hissatchel containing the dyna- 
mite which it Is believed he Intended 
setting off. His arrest before execut- 
ing plans which he is believed to have 
designed, prevented, ' 

It was about 11:30 o'clock that Ken- 
nedy entered Mr. Upton's office, talked 
about some business matters and then 
said he wished tu leave his, grip in the 
office. and would return for it at one 
o'clock. He set the grip down near 
the door of Mr. Upton's private, office 
and left. ^ 

Mr.' Upton knew that Kennedy had 
not been friendly to him for years hence 
he wondered if the eotchel contained 
some infernal machine and accordingly 
called Assistant Chief Tyrrell, explain- 
ing the circumstances. The officer 
agreed with him, peered into the grip 
and then called OflTicer Lyon who took 
the grip td the police station, with a 
message from the chief to "handle It 
with care.": ■ 

Assistant 'Chief Tyrrell then began 
plans for capturing Kennedy on his re- 
turn at r;Q.'ciock as'perhis announce- 
ment. He, Went for. Sheriff Green who 
accompanied him to the Upton office 
and there they remained. The chief 
also swore in as a special policeman a 
strapping fellow named Clark, who was 
to watch the office so Mr. Upton would 
not bo left alone incase Kennedy re- 
turned. . Mr: Tyrrell in the meantime 
was^uatiing detaija for getting Ken- 
nedy without trouble.. 

About 12:45 Kennedy came down 
town from his home and was in frontof 
Burke& Wright's where former Officer 
Kenney happened to see him. Kenhey 
spdke to a man named Llese and told 
him he was going to, take Kennedy to 
the station, adding: "If he -attacka 
me, getready to jumpinand helpme." 
talking up to Kennedy, Kenny said, 
**Tom wants to seeyou at. the station.** 
[Kennedy protested, but in a minute 
consented to go along. 

Just about then Tyrrell and- Shei;iff 
Green-camealong and followed the of- 
ficer artd Kennedy to the station. Upon 
entering, Tyrrell grabbed Kennedy's 
arm and^held him while others search- 
ed him.

pean capitals, told of social obligations 
as he had observed them abroad. 

Among those In attendance wero 
Mrs.. Marshall, wife of tho vice-presi- 
dent; Mrs. Bryan, wife of tho secre- 
tary of state; Mrs. White, wife of the 
chief justice of the Supremo court, wives of cabinet ofilcera and oUiers. 

Mrs. Fletcher voiced tho sentiment of those present by declaring tho 
necessity for a simpler calling system was Imperative. Everj'body, sho said, 
wants to return every call that is made upon them, but there Is a limit of 
hours In tho day and days In tho week. 

"On her first afternoon at homo," said Mrs. Fletcher. "Mrs, Marshall had a 
thousand calls and they have averaged between 300 and COO each Wednesday 
since. Her sincere effort to return every call has been tho comment and 
admiration of nil Washington society, but how can anybody return In person 
several thousand calls in ono season? Mrs. Marsall's experience Is In greater 
or less degree duplicated by every olficlai hostess In Washington." 

Tho question of simplifying formal calling In Washington has boon grow- 
ing more acute during tho la'st ten years, but this meeting was tho first at- 
tempt at simplification. 




American Youth Scramble for Places in Navy 




T takes a "jimmy" these days to break Into tho United States navy as a 
I plain, ordinary seaman; a stick of dynamite Is neceiisary to got In as an 
apprentice or yeoraan. Tho navy department and Us recruiting stations havo^ 
"waiting lists" containing hundreds of 
names of young, husky youtlis "hank- 
ering" to go to Boa. 

The full, active membership of the 
navy is limited by law to 51,B00 men, 
and there are 'that many enlisted men 
now on tho pay rolls. For tho first 
time since the Civil war tho full quota 
of men allow«4 by law has been en- 
listed. 

The bars as to fitness havo not been 
let down, and no men with physical 
or mental defects havo been enlisted, 
but there has been good advertising. The tales of tho cruises and the de'lall? 
of tho chances for obtaining nn education, sent out in pamphlet foriri havo 
■welled the ranks so that the bars had to be put upJ ' 

Tho greatest number of monthly enlistments, except In war time, was 
made In tho last six months since Secretary Daniels began his revolutionary 
reforms In the navy. 

Perhops the chief cause for the great Influx of fine, hardy young men Into 
the naval service In th© last few months was the recent Mediterranean cruise 
of the great Atlantic fieet 

This cruise was a regular pleasure trip for the young seamen, and tt was 
Intended that It should be such by tho navy department. Long stops were 
made at all the principal cities on the Mediterranean, where shore leave was 
given. _At the different seaports the American sailors were entertained In 
lavish style by naval ond civic organizations, and In every way shown a gen- 
eral good time. 

Tales of cruises contained In letters sent back to friends from foreign 
ports also fire tho Imagination of young friends "back home." For Instance, 
tho recruits at the Chicago training station wero recently sent overland to 
Bremerton, Wash. They wero allowed a stopover at Yellowatono park, and 
other Interesting places. Soon after arHvlng at Bremerton they wore assigned 
to tho cruiser New Orleans, which sailed for Mexican waters. On Its trip 
south tho cruiser stopped at San Francisco, whero shore leave was given to 
tho youngsters. Now it la reported that ns soon as the Mexican trouble is 
settled tho New Orleans will sail for Uie Orient

Hen Must Be Carefully Fed and Pro- 
tected From Disease If She Is 
Expected to Do Her Duty 
Faithfully. '. 

By J. B. BURROWS, 
Director llllnoiB Farmora' Inotltuto. 
JuBt now when tho fresh egg la one 
of tho groiitCBt luxurlea wo can have 
upon our tables. It may not be out 
of tho way to reflect a little upon 
flonio of tha rcoeona for Its acarclty. 

Whether wo are to consider the egg 
as frcBh or packed, tho problem la 
tho Bamo and Ita aolutlou la well with- 
in tho reach of every farmor'a wife 
who la half-way Intercated in study- 
Ing^tho matter In an Intelligent way. 
Tho problem then la thla: ilow shall 
we produce the egga of flrat-claBa 
quality that will keep IndeflnltelyT 
Bomo have labored under the mlaap- 
prehension that eggs were egga, with- 
out taking Into consideration tho fact 
that there may be radical differences 
in freshly laid egga that materially 
affect their keeping qualities. Like a 
good many amnll conalderatlona on 
tho farm, poultry baa had to ahlft 
for Itself with the underatandlng that 
somehow It will tako care of itself, 
and has seldom been regarded in the 
proper light of importance with tho 
other branches of farm production. 
In otlier words, it baa often been neg- 
lected and not handled with oven In- 
telligent cnre. 

When wo remember that egg pro- 
duction, according to the records of 
our farm flockfi of today, Is altogether 
an artlHclal matter from every etand- 
polnt and that the wild hen of the 
lunglo waa expected only to lay hor 
nest full of egga for tho expreaa pui'- 
poBO of reproducing her kind, we ahall 
understand that the modern hen Is 
capoble of rendering the most cfllclent 
service only when she has every care- 
ful attention, and that some of these 
attentions must of necesBlty be arti- 
ficial. 

If tho egg-producing hen Is herself 
tho result of careful selection, hered- 
ity must flrat of all be considered one 
of the potent factors In egg produc- 
tion. All the conclusions of the late 
experiments point to tho fact that 
"there is more In tho feed than tho 
breed)" ao, after using tho hereditary 
principle for all it will do, wo must 
naturally employ every means of fur- 
nishing our egg machine with mate- 
rials for making the egga. Then we 
muat remember that only In the high- 
est state of health can she be expected 
to do her duty and every. Inducement 
rauBt be offered In tl\o way of protec- 
tion against disease. One of tho stand- 
ard preparations Is the aafeat insur- 
ance against dUeaae germs of all 
kinda, on account of.* its penetrating 
and enduring qualltlee. 

Tho early pullets and hens that are 
quite recovered from tho effects of 
moulting (so easily haatened by tho 
use of- small feeds of oil meal) are 
the ones to fumlflh-the high-priced 
egga at this season. 

If the egg is- to be of the highest 
quality. It must bo tho Infertile egg, 
at once tho reault of breeding, feeding 
and protection agahjat dlseaae. and 
thiB kind of an egg can readily be 
kept freah for an Indofinlto period. The 
fertile egg, produced for purposes of 
incubation, la sometimoe unsafe as 
an article of diet after tho flrat twelve 
hours with ordinary care. To accom- 
plish tho reault, by far the moat im- 
portant provision nnd one'ao common^ 
ly peglected through Ignorance, la to 
sell, kill or conflno all male birds aa 
Boon 06 tho hatching aeaaon Is over. 
Contrao' to tho belief of many, such 
an arrangement has ahaolute'ly no In- 
fluence whatever upon egg production, 
but, In connection with other augges- 
tlona offered above, funilahea a safe- 
guard against tho losses of egga, 
which havo been placed by the de- 
partment at Waehlngton at flfteen 
million dollara worth annually from 
this source alone. 



POULTRY PUNT 



Depends on Nature of Soil and Con- 
tour of Plot, and Require* 
Careful Study. 

By H. A. M'KEENE, 
Secretary Illinois Farmers' Inatltuto. 

If the poultry plant la located upon 
a atronge, retentive clay soil, naturally 
too wot fof tho health and comfort of 
the flockfl,-it may bo advisable to un- 
dordraln tho land. Flrat of all tho 
iwultryman ehould ascertain how and 
where tho surplus water cntera his 
land. SonictlmcB the water comes by 
surface or underground flowago from 
adjoining land. In such caHo it may 
bo possible to make a trench across 
tho slopes so n« to cut oft this flow- 
ago before It entora tho poultry plant 
and thus render tho land of the* plant 
Bumclently dry. An open ditch may 
answer the purpose or a stone drain 
threo or four feet deep will catch and 
convey away the auporfluoua water. 
Largo tilb can bo used at tho'bottom 
of tho trench and tho apaco from tho 
tllo to tho surface may bo fllled with 
small stones or conrao gravel so that 
any surface or subflowage will bo in- 
tercepted and conveyed to tho bottom 
drain. If the land Btlll remains too 
wot a system of underdralns becomes 
nocessary. 

If numerous stones aro at hand and 
It is eepeclally desired to clear the 
land of them, stone drains may bo 
constructed which will answer the 
purpose for a number of years. Tho 
best drains are made from farm drain 
tiles and once well laid wlff last a 
lifetime. 

Water stands in almost all soils. It 
Is desirable that it should, but tho 
level of the standing water (the wa- 
ter table) ahould not be too near tho 
surface of the aoil. Certainly tho wa- 
ter should not stand upon the surface 
except in the coBe of tho duck pond. 
It Is moat undesirable to havo water 
stagnate on or In the soil. If the 
soil 1b not naturally porous enough 
to let the water move away through 
It. we mako artlflclal channels for It 
three or four feet under the surface. 

The tllea most used aro cylindrical 
In cross section and about one foot 
In length. They aro made of clay 
and burned like bricks. They are 
mora or lesa poroua, but admit tho 
water, mostly between tho Joints 
where tho ends of tho sections meet 
They are made of different sizes. 

To do this work/ of underdralnage 
right It should be carefully and sys- 
temntlcally planned. 

Make the measurements necessary 
and then draw a map of tho land 
showing Its boundaries and also its 
contour, I. e., Its varying elevation. 
This latter Is accomplished by draw- 
Ing lines within the boundaries repre- 
senting given levels above tho level 
of tho proposed outlet for the system. 
The matter may then be studied out 
on pai>er during aparo hours.

ONIONS FROM THE SEED 



SPREAD MANURE IN SPRING 



By M, COVERDELL. 

*A groat many farmers argue that 
manure muaf be apread during tho 
winter In order to bo of any benefit to 
the grqund the following season. Our 
experience disproves this argument 
and goes still a step further, proving 
that manure spread even in the lato 
spring* win greatly improve the crop 
that season. 

l*ast 'spring after our corn had been 
planted, stray manure and refuse from 
tho feed lota were hauled out nnd 
'spread over the' corn Hold. Partly as 
an experiment we choso a little slope 
where the ground" waf thin and grav- 
elly. 

When the corn came up It soon took 
on a deeper and healthier hue whore 
tho manure had been spread and the' 
growth of tho plant was more rapidly 
promoted than In other portions of tho 
Oeld. ■' 

Also, thla particular spot waa at- 
moat entirely free from weed peats of 
any kind during the whole aeaBon, the 
manure forming a sort o'J mulch wh^h 
smoLhercd, out weeds. 

Theso favorablo condltlone wore 
mnintainDd until corn gathering when 
there: waa a marked difference In tho 
yield of corn in a certain portion of 
this field, the difference being several 
buahels morb ppr acre in favor of tho 
ground on ■ which tho manurs was 
*prpad after plautlns- , 



Seed onions aro of better flavor, 'and 
keep longer, and are more profltable to 
grow than sets, though some fall to 
grow them In the home garden be* 
cauBo they aro more difficult to keep 
clean of wceda. 

Tho best way to raise onions from 
seed Is by sowing the seed In a bed or 
cold-frame, early In the aeaaon, and 
transplanting later to the row whore 
they are to grow. 

A small aection of the hotbed will 
grow 1,000 plants till thoy aro tho 
size of quills, or they can be crowded. 
By that time the ground will be warm, 
and all seed will have germinated so 
that tho plants may bo set in clean 
ground that has been worked over to 
kill all tho young weeds. 

If ono hicks for room in tho hotbed, 
the seed may be aown in a aheltered 
place, an old brush heap, ashbed, or 
some place where tho soil is good. 

If there la room to aow tho seed In 
drills six inches apart, they may be 
worked some to keep from growing be* 
fore they are transplanted. 

When you are ready to transplant 
them, wet tho ground and pull the 
plants, and then Cut off about half the 
top and Blightly tip tha roots. 

Set the plants from two to three 
Inches apart In tho row; and In rows 
flfteen inches apart. If very dry, uae 
water when transplanting, and every 
one will live. 

If the aoil has been well: manured 
^wlth stable, manure, or poultry drop- 
pings, and worked oyer several times 
before tho onions aro transplanted tc 
the rows, there will be 'but few weeds 
to contend wltli, and the plants will 
not be chocked In growth. 

Onions should bo pulled and placed 
to dry In the shddo, when the tops be- 
gin to turn yellow and • djop over, 
which la usually In August. ''

Many poraons In tho City of Akita 
"wcro klllud and several houses do- 
stroyed. In tho vlllago of Kowakubl, 
which wna ruined, there were many 
caaualtlos. Tho disturbance badly 
damagosU railroad and tclceraph Uncfi. 

mxty dead bodies were found In tho 
boaln of the Omono river, where 320 
houses wero doatroyed. The village 
of Ivltameuo was burned. 

As a result of the earthquake a cop- 
per mine at TsunuidatocolUpsed. The 
fate of the 300 workmen In the mine 
Is unknown. 

Slmultuneoua with the earthquake 
came terrific explosions and the burst- 
ing of UamcB from tho volcano Asama- 
Yama, which terrified the Inhabitants 
of that district. 

Akita la a garrison town on the Sea 
of Japan. It does a considerable ox- 
port trade, especially In rice. The 
population Is about thirty thousand. 

Aeama-Yama Is the largest active 
volcana In Jnpnn. A majority of Its 
active periods have been productive 
of Bhowora of ashes only. Us laat 
Kreat eruption was In 1783, when sev- 
-. eral villages on the north side of the 
lilQuntaln were oblltemted by lava. 
The OFfller Is about three-<iuarter8 of 
a mile In'cinHHCstnnce. 

St. Petersburg. Msreh_ 17.— Details 
of the hurricane which" "Vwept.r-Hre 
Vprovince of Kuban, southern itusala. 
Saturday, were received here on Sun- 
day from Kkatormodar. A nortJicrn 
gale caused numerous watorspoutB off 
the coast of tho Sea of Azov, and tlie 
Bhore from Yolsk to the Strait of 
Kertsch, a distance of about live hun- 
dred miles, was flooded and six vil- 
lages damaged. ' 

One hundred and seventy-six con- 
Btructlon employes on the Kuban rail- 
way wore sleeping In a shed when 
awakened by the storm and lied to a 
train and endeavored to escape. Soon, 
however, the engine and cars were 
overturned by the rushing waters and 
swept away. 

• The hurricane raged ten hours. 
When it ceased tho receding floods re- 
vealed great destruction. Eight miles 
of the railway embankment were In 
ruin. The wrecked train was covered 
- -ittMXx the bodies of workmen. Forty- 
eight of tho 17G men finally got to 
Bhoro on fioatlng wreckage, but It Ib 
feared the others were drowned. 
: Many courageous rescues of persons 
Hoatlng on wreckage on the sea have 
"been reported. Many bodies havo been 
^'aahcd ashoro at various points. 

Meager dispatches reported that 
1.500 Uvea had been lost as a result of 
the storm, but no reliable details giv- 
ing an accurate estimate have come to 
hand. 

i A similar catastropbo occurred along 
the shores of Uie Sea of Azov 37 years 
ago. 

Paris, March 17. — A terrific gale' and 
tho highest tldo of the year on Sunday 
worked great havoc along the coasts 
of Normandy and Brittany.

Uoth men aurrenderod, entered plena 
of not gnlUy and wore released under 
bonds of 125,000 each. They were 
given until March 18 to change tlielr 
pleas. 

Throe hundred angry depositors who 
had been forcibly ejected from the 
bankruptcy hearing hunted around tho 
federal building for Slegel In vain. At 
the time they were looking for him to 
ask him aome queatlons he and hta 
banking partner were standing before 
Judge Uosalaky pleading "not guilty." 

One of the Indictments charges Sle- 
gel and Vogel with grand larceny.

Multl-Mllltonalre Was III Several 

Weeks — Condition Kept Secret 

by His Family. 

New York. March 14. — George Weat- 
Inghouae, aged sixty-seven, famoua in- 
ventor and mllUonairo manufacturer 
of railway devices, la dead. lie died 
suddenly on Thursday. Ho had been 
acrlousiylll for several weeks of heart 
troublL*. but his friends and rolatlvca 
had kept secret his Indisposition. 

George Westinghouae was one of the 
most noted inventora and munufactur- 
era In tho world. Ho was born at 
.Central Bridge, N. Y., October G, 1840. 
As a youth ho spent much of his tlmo 
In his father's machine shop and at tho 
ago of fifteen yeara made hla firat in- 
vention, a rotary bngine. 

Hla education waa obtained In the 
grammar and high achools. 

Aa a young man he was Interested In 
matters military and he became a 
member of tho Twelfth regiment of 
the Now York National Guard. He waa 
In the Sixteenth New York cavalry 
during the" ClvU war, aerving from 
June, I8C3, until November, 1S64, when 
ho becnmo aaslstant engineer in tho 
navy, performing the duties of hla 
grade from -December, 1864, to August, 
18C5. After the war ho attended Union 
college to tho sophomore year. 

To relate the history of the man 
quickly, ho Invented a dovlco for re- 
placing railroad cara on tho track In 
186G. Three years later ho invented 
the ,WestlnghouBe air brake. Ho also 
mado other Inventions in railway sig- 
nals, steam and gaa engines, atcara 
turbines and electrical machinery. Ho 
waa the pioneer, In the face of the 
most Intense opposition, In Introduc- 
ing alternating current machinery In 
America. Tliia haa made posalblo tho 
great development of water power for 
long dlstancca because of this means 
of electrical tranamlasion. He built 
the great generators at Niagara Falls 
and thoso for tho elevated railway and 
the rapid transit system of New York. 
Ho has eatabllahcd largo worka In the 
United Staten. England. France and 
Germany for the manufacture of air 
brakea, ateam and electrical machin- 
ery. Ho was tho president of numer- 
ous corporations, employing approxi- 
mately fifty thousand people and rep- 
resenting a capitalization of $120,000,- 
000. 



Paris. March 18.— Oaaton Calmette, 
the brilliant editor of Figaro, paid the 
penalty of the unwritten French law 
which forhids that tho honor of a 
woman hIuiII bo dragged Into a public 
controversy. He waa assaflslnatod, hla 
body riddled with bullets, by Mme. 
Henrlotte CalUaux, wife of JoaopUCall- 
laux. minister of finance, who had boon 
tho object of bitter personal attacks 
nubllahed In Figaro afid signed by Cal- 
niotte. He died on Monday. 

The Calllaux-Cnimetto feud had held 
the attention of Parla for a long time. 
The >FlRaro editor repeatedly accuaod 
the finance minister of political corrup- 
tion. Tho feud reached Its climax lost 
week when the Figaro publlBhed Iho 
contcnta of lovo lettora that Calllaux 
wrote to his present wife In 1901— bo- 
fore they wore married and when aho 
waa tho wife of I^o Clarotlo, the lit- 
erary critic of the Figaro. 

It waa not to avenge tho attack upon 
her husband, but to vindicate hor own 
honor that Madame Calllaux started 
but to ahoot Calmette, With a pistol 
concealed In her muff she Vent to the 
Figaro office at thcf bualest tlmo of tho 
evening and aent up her card to Cal- 
mcttc'a room. 

Paul Bourget, the famous novellat 
nnd academlcftin, waa with tho. editor 
when her card waa received, Cal- 
mette waa astounded when he learned 
tho Identity of hla caller. 

"Do not- aeo her,". M. Bourget ad- 
vlaed. - ft 

"She la a woman," Calmette replied. 
"I mu^t receive her.!* ' . 

Bourgett thereupon wlahed hla friend 
good-night nnd withdrew. 

Immediately upon catering tho room 
Mme. Catllaux raised hor arm and 
fired five shots at a distance of all 
paces. Calmette fell without a word 
at tho first abot^ and,lay apparenely 
lifeless. After tho flfth ahot the at- 
tendants aelzed tho woman, who ro- 
taincd perfect self posscsaton. 

"Don't touch me, I'm a woman,", 
aho said. .. 

Several members of the Figaro staff 
rushed into the room. Aathby raised 
tho wounded man ho murmured: 

'T only did my duty. Iha've no poi^ 
Bonal malice." »s ■ ' 

It waa found that one bullet had 
lodged In tho groin, one had iiaaaod 
through tho rlba close to tho hearL 
Ho died a few momenta later.
